The prisoner is referred to in the in-

Chadwick alias Madame De 


Veie. 


Mrs Chadwiek arrived at the court 


room ten minutes before the time ef 
trial. She appeared reserved and well 
Her sell possession was perfect. Her 
eyes were steady and her manner as 
composed as though she had nothing 
at stake 
She was dressed in a rich 


costume of black* the most noticable 
feature of_ which was a black velvet 
jacket tfiBKned with white applique 
Her hat was broad and flat and low 
The plumes trailed over the left-side 
When she entered court her head was 
covered with _a white veil 
She took 


her seat back of her lawvers at the 
big trial table in front of the bench 
Her lawyers are J P. Dawley, Sheldon 
Wing, formerly of Newark District 
Q. Kerruish and ex-Judge Francis J 
Attorney Sullivan and two assistants 
appeared for the government. Judge 
Taylor sat in judgment The work of 
selecting a jury commenced promptly 
Soon Andrew aCrnegie arrived 
There 


was a buzz as Mr Carnegie passed the 
woman and was escorted to a seat at 
the side of the room near the bench. 
The steel king being seated at the side 
and to the rear of the defendant, look- 
ed long at the woman. There was a lot 
of interest'and curiosity pictured on 
his shrewd head as he looked for the 
first time on the woman who had so 
freely used his name. Dawley closelj 
examined the candidates for the jury 
Would the juror, he asked, give undue 
weight to the testimony of Mr Car- 
negie because of his wealth or high 
standing or any other reason, or would 
he give the same weight to Carnegie's 
statement tnat he would to those of 
any other credible witness?

MANY KILLEn 


And Hundreds are Injured in a Fright- 


ful Outbreak Against the Jews 


in Russia. 


(Bulletin) 
s 


Berlin, March 
G — Prominent Jews 


have received 
word of a number of 


anti-semitic outbreaks in various parts 


of Russia in the last few days. The 
outbreaks are said to be the result of 
the policy of the government in divert- 
ing popular passions against the Jews, 
In Minsk, it is reported, that a mob of 
3,000 fired all houses and plundered the 
shops. In Mischm Bassar a report de- 
clares many Jews were stabbed by the 
rioters. The rioting has continued 
three days and the casualties are esti- 
mated at ten killed and 518 injured 
Many Jews are left destitute. Similar 
outbreaks are reported in Duemaburg 
where drunken reservists plundered 
and assaulted the Jews. At Vodka the 
casualties are reported to be three 
killed and 168 injured.

composed of 335,000 infantry, 33,000 
cavalry and 35,000 artillery, with 1,05-1 
guns. This estimate does not include 
troops at Vladivostok^and other garri- 
sons, railway guards and other em- 
ployes. The grand total east of Lake 
Baikal is estimated at 700,000 men. 


Kuropatkin Reports. 


St. Petersburg, March C. — The ad- 


vanced guard of the Japanese left 
army was within 5l/z nnies of MukCtn 
rtation Saturday, according to a tele- 
gram from General Kuropatkin. Other 
Japanese had captured Suchudzia and 
lans-^iV'pa the same day, while their 
attackTTon Putiloff hill and 13 fierce 
assaults on Kandolesan 
were re- 


pulsed. 


Russian Situation Improving. 


Mukden, March C—The rumble of 


carts in the streets of Mukden is 
drowned by the roar of battle, which 
is raging northwest, west and south- 
west of the city, a few miles away, be- 
tween General Nogi's Port Arthur vet- 
erans and the hastily assembled army 
interposed by General Kuropatkin 
defend the city and railroads. The 
stroke came like lightning out of a 
clear sky. It is reported that the sit- 
uation has somewhat improved, hut it 
still is extremely critical. 
It is re- 


ported that the Japanese have been 
thrown back in the district of Lunfan- 
shan. and are retiring along the Sin- 
mmtin road, but heavy fighting is con- 
tinuing here. The Japanese vanguard 
posts are about six miles west of

den, where the bursting of shrapnel is 
plainly visible. A fight also is raging 
at 
Suchudslapu 
and 
Lanschanpu, 


which on Saturday were captured by 
the Japanese after a terrific combat, 
the villages several times changing 
hands. 


Retired Fighting. 


Mukden, March 6.—The beginning 


of the withdrawal of the Russian right 
flank on March 1 precipitated a battle 
at Chantan, west of Sandepas, when 
the right flank w.as ordered to fall 
back fighting to Taotaitzu, near Nata- 
ran. 
On March 2 the Russians cap- 


tured some machine guns and took a 
number of prisoners of General NogFs 
Port Arthur army." The Russians lost 
extensively, although they destroyed 
an entire Japanese regiment before 
Chantan with shrapnel and burned all 
the forage in the villages north of the 
Hun river. The Japanese attacked 
Chantan from Sandepas simultaneous- 
ly with an astounding advance from 
Liaoyang. the impression being that 
the Sinmintin railway -was being em- 
ployed by them as a line of communi- 
cation.

Dramatic Scene in Hnox County Court Room Late Satur- 


day Afternoon When Nework Men Stood Before 


Judge Coyner and Were Sentenced to Prison- 


Cases to Go to the Circuit Court, 


In many ways tncro nas been notn- 


ing hall so dramatic in tne Knox coun- 
ty Court or Common Fleas, as were the 
lew minutes occupied late Saturday 
atternoon when Judge Ueorge Coyner 
pronounced sentence upon Kobert C. 
Uigaleiter and James t: l/mgateiter, 
the Newark men convicted there ot 
lorgery. several hours or tne court's 
time had been occupied in listening to 
arguments both lor the defense and 
the state onn the motions asking for 
new trials. 


'At 4:10 o'clock Judge Coyner made 


a brief statement in passing on the 
motions. He said that soon after the 
trials were started the court discover- 
ed that'.it had its hands lull, and that 
he'had endeavored to suppress all ir- 
revalent and prejudicial matter which 
was brought out. He said that he par- 
ticularly charged 
the jury that no 


statements made by attorneys and not 
supported by the evidence should be 
considered by them, in concluding, he 
said that the reviewing court must 
determine whe ther he succeeded in 
keeping rrom the jury irrevaieht and 
prejudicial matter. 
The motions lor 


new trials and to arrest judgment were 
then overruled and exceptions noted. 


"Kobert, you may stand up," 
said 


the court, and as the young detend- 
ant arose from his chair the court in- 
quired it he had anything to say as to 
why sentence should not 
be pro- 


nounced. 


Liingareiter turned to his mother, 


who was sitting to his right and whis- 
pered something to her. He then turn- 
ed to Mr. B. <_J. Smythe and held a 
whispered consultation.

ter, Judge Coyner said, "James *'. JUn- 
gat'elter. you may stand up." When 
the former banker stood facing the 
court, the latter inquired whether he 
had anything to say why sentence 
should not be pronounced.

slight pause the

said: 


"Judge Coyner, 1 am innocent in 


the presence ot the solemnity of this 
court and the living Ciod." 


"1 hope the time will never come 


again when 1 have this unpleasant duty 
to perform," said Judge Coyner. "1 do 
not believe that you are a bad man at 
heart, and 1 do not believe that you 
would commit a forgery for your own 
aggrandizement, but think that cir- 
cumstances induced you to do what tht 
jury has found you guilty of doing. It 
Is the judgment of the court that you 
serve live years in the Ohio peniten- 
tiary at hard labor, no part ol which

shall be in solitary confinement, 
and 


that you pay the costs of prosecution." 


Hon. Frank V. Owen, one of the de- 


fendants' counsel, inquired as to the 
motion to suspend judgnlent. 
These 


were overruled and exceptions noted. 
Mr. Owen then stated that the cases 
would be carried to Circuit court and 
asked the court to suspend sentences 
pending this action, which was done. 


Prosecutor Fitzgibbon was on his 


feet in a moment, and he requested the 
court to fix the bond of each defendant 
at $25,000. Counsel for the defense 
mentioned that the bonds heretofore 
required of defendants were but $2,000.

He cited an instance in Cam- 
bridge where a defendant was convict- 
ed of forgery whereby but a small sum 
of money' was secured in which the 
court placed bond at the sum request- 
ed in these cases. Mr. Stillwell, also 
for the state, urged that the bonds 
should not be a penny less than asked 
for by Mr. iFtzgibbon. 
While 
this, 


matter was being argued the senior 
Liingareiter was shaking his head and 
saying that neither 
he nor Kobert 


could furnish bail in -that amount. 


The court said that he ha-d been con- 


sidering the matter and since the de- 
fendants were under bonds in other 
cases, that in his opinion $10,000 would 
not be an unreasonable amount to re- 
quire in each case. Mr. Owen suggest- 
ed $7,000. The former banker 
said 


that he could not furnish that sum. 
The court said that since the sentences 
had been suspended so that the cases 
might be reviewed in the higher court, 
the bond should not be placed so high 
that it could not be furnished. Without 
further delay Judge Coyner fixed each 
bond at $10,000, and.remanded the de- 
fendants into the custody of Sheriff 
Shellenbarger, 
pending 
furnishing 


same. 


The bonds were prepared and that of 


James F. JUngafelter was signed by A. 
K. Fitser, B. M. O'Boylan, W. Weyant 
and D. F. Adams. That of Kobert was 
signed by W. Weyant, Mary .bavin,

Johnson, and both of the same are in 
identically the same colored ink and In 
different from that in which the record 
of said mortgages were written, and 
that at the time said mortgages were 
released, towit: July -IK, 1878, 
affiant 


was recorder of .Licking county, Ohio, 
and he had in use in said office the 
kind of ink in which said releases ap- 
pear to have been written. 


Affiant further says that before and 


at the time this case was tried he had 
forgotten all about the said two can- 
cellations and had forgotten the said 
Henry Moore, and had not seen him

27, on page 186 and interrogating af- 
fiant about the release, which appears 
on the margin of said page, and by the 
declaration which said prosecutor then 
made, to-wit: "That in the last lour 
or five months you put that release 
clause to that mortgage and forged a 
name to it." 


Affiant was humiliated and intimi- 


dated by said charge and was thereby 
rendered incapable of giving his testi- 
mony in a way it ought to have been 
given. 
- Affiant says that tie was taken by 
surprise by the prosecutor offering e£- 
idence- with reference to Ignas JBlias, 
W. J. Cook, James Cotimican, Timothy 
Fitzpatrick and Wm. Koller. He did 
not know that said matters would"'be 
considered by the court, 
and affiant 


was informed by his attorneys before 
the trial that no evidence concerning 
said matters would be allowed to go to

Affidavits by Henry Moore, made in 


Wayne county, and by JUiniey Botten- 
field, made in Newark, were then read. 
These alleged that the mortgage men- 
tioned 
was released July 18, 1878. 


Moore was the mortgagee and Botten- 
lieid the nwrtgagor. 'Next, an 
affidar 


vit by George M. Ryan was read. Tnis 
was to the effect that affiant was an 
engineer on the B. & O. railroad in 
1889-01 and was personally acquainted 
with' one Timothy Fitzpatrick. He al- 
leged that Fitzpatrick's , brother was 
killed in a wrecfcnear Utica and that 
some' time afterwards Timothy Fitz- 
patrick quit his.job and returned to 
Ireland, as 
affiant 
believes. 
Affiant 


said that before Fitzpatrick quit his 
place he was fireman on affiant's en- 
gine on one or two trips. 


Mr. Smythe then read portions of the 


arguments of the prosecutors to the 
jury, which defense claimed constitut- 
ed misconduct ' on the part of the 
state's attorneys. 
. 
- 


Prosecutor •Fitzgibbon-. did not de- 


vote much time to arguing tfeis mat- 
ter. He- referred .to the Jbingafelter af- 
fidavit as being, an attempt to: besmirch 
someone else .and =said that, there was 
nothing in :the clainr-that. the defend- 
ant was surprised-when other alleged 
forgeries were: introduced. He . called 
attention to •• the fact that .the name of 
the person: who was mentioned as hav- 
ing purchased stock in a rival associa- 
tion was not given:in the. affidavit. He 
also said that the ttyan affidavit stated 
nothing to connect Timothy Fitzpar- 
patrick with the Homestead Building 
and Savings company, "i claim that 
there is nothiing in the remarks -of 
state's counsel which can be called im- 
proper," said 
Mr. Fitzgibbon, "and 


maintain that attorneys may- argue 
anything -that is fairly deducible from 
the evidence."^ Mr. .Stillwell did not 
argue the motion. 
' 


For the defense Mr. Owen claimed 


that books which the defense desired 
were suppressed by Receiver Webb 
and the state's attorneys, and at some 
length argued the question as to al- 
leged misconduct of the prosecutors, 
claiming that even though the court 
should attempt to take these alleged 
irrevalent matters away from the jury 
they would still, leave an impression 
upon the jurors"..: He spoke particular- 
ly of the mortgage record incident. 


None of the arguments were very 


lengthy, trie greater portion of the 
time being consumed in reading affi- 
davits and those portions of the state's 
arguments to which the defense ex- 
cfipted. 


Before court adjourned Judge Coy- 


ner fixed the compensation of Prose- 
cutor 
L,. C. Stillwell, assistant 
to 


Prosecutor FitzgibDou, at $t>uo in each 
of the two cases tried. This will be 
paid by Lacking county. 


Both counsel for the state and for 


the defense labored hard for the cause 
they represented, fighting every point 
for advantage, and leaving nothing un- 
doe which would 
strengthen their 


case, and each side will make a heroic 
fight in the reviewing court. There is 
hardly any likelihood that the cases 
will • be heard at the coming term of 
Circuit court, which convenes. March 
21, although if. is possible that Rob- 
erts' case may be prepared in time, as 
the bill of exceptions in this case is 
already about half completed. 


Mr. Owen for the defense states that 


he is certain that the reviewing court 
will 
grant a reversal. Prosecutor 


Fitzgibbon is confident that tne state 
has won its case fairly and that tne 
Circuit 
court in amrm the lower 


court.
